Prospectus  and 
Production  Highlights 


The  purpose  of  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind  is  to  pro- 
vide visually  handicapped  people  with 
educational  and  recreational  literature 
in  braille,  large  type,  and  recorded 
form  and  to  manufacture  the  teaching 
aids,  special  tools,  and  special  supplies 
necessary  for  their  education. 

APH  is  the  oldest  national,  private, 
nonprofit  agency  for  the  blind  and 
near-blind  in  the  United  States  and 
the  world's  largest  publishing  house 
for  the  blind.  Incorporated  in  1858  as 
a  private,  nonprofit  organization,  its 
policies  are  guided  by  a  Corporate 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Since  1879,  APH  has  had  the 
responsibility  to  administer  the  federal 
funds  provided  under  the  Act  to  Pro- 
mote the  Education  of  the  Blind.  This 
means  that  we  are  the  official  source 
of  school  materials  for  students  of  less 
than  college  level  in  the  United  States. 
We  are  assisted  in  administering  this 
responsibility  by  our  Ex  Officio 
Trustees,  who  are  heads  of  residential 
facilities  for  the  education  of  the 
blind,  representatives  of  state  depart- 
ments of  education  and  other  educa- 
tional agencies  for  the  blind. 


These  trustees  participate  on  our  ad- 
visory committees  and  at  our  annual 
meetings,  which  provide  a  forum  for  the 
exchange  of  ideas  and  information  be- 
tween our  staff,  our  Ex  Officio  Trustees, 
and  other  educators. 

The  work  that  we  do  on  a  contract 
basis  for  other  organizations  comprises  a 
great  part  of  our  output.  This  produc- 
tion includes  such  items  as  braille  and 
recorded  books  for  the  National  Library 
Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped,  braille  menus  for 
restaurants,  cassette  tapes  for  religious 
groups,  adapted  informational  materials 
for  commercial  industries,  and  tactile 
signs. 

Through  our  fund-raising  efforts,  we 
are  able  to  produce  braille  and  recorded 
editions  of  the  Reader's  Digest  each 
month  and  recorded  copies  of  Newsweek 
Magazine,  most  of  which  are  distributed 
to  adult  blind  persons  and  regional 
libraries  at  no  cost.  The  graphs  below 
give  a  general  percentage  breakdown  of 
our  products  and  sources  of  income.

Immediately  following  the 
luncheon,  Dr.  Leon  Reid,  Chair 
of  the  ad  hoc  Committee  on 
Adult  Eligibility  reviewed  the 
outcome  of  the  diliberations  of 
this  Committee  during  January 
17-18,  1985.  Dr.  Reid  presented 


the  following  resolution  as  the 
Committee  recommendation: 

Resolution 

Be  it  hereby  resolved  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  at  its  Annual 
Meeting  in  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, on  October  8,  1985, 
that  the  following  criteria 
define  eligibility  for  blind 
students  to  receive  educa- 
tional materials  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  to  Pro- 
mote the  Education  of  the 
Blind: 

a.  Students  enrolled  in 
grade  12  and  below,  and 
below  the  maximum 
school  age  in  the  state 
where  they  reside,  must 
be  legally  blind  as  de- 
fined by  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the 
Blind  and  have  a  written 
individual  education  plan 
or  other  written  educa- 
tion plan. 

b.  Students  in  other  educa- 
tion programs  of  less 
than  college  level  must 
be  legally  blind  as  de- 
fined by  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the 
Blind,  have  a  written 
individual  education  plan 
or  other  written  educa- 
tion plan,  and  be  enrolled 


in  and  attend,  on  a 
regular  basis,  an  instruc- 
tional program  of  at  least 
20  (twenty)  hours  of  in- 
struction per  week. 
Social  and  leisure  pro- 
grams do  not  qualify  as 
instructional  programs. 

This  motion,  being  duly 
moved  and  seconded,  was 
approved  by  a  vote  of  32  to 
11. 

Dr.  Nolan  then  turned  the 
meeting  over  to  the  Chair- 
man, Mr.  Woodlief,  who  gave 
the  Executive  Report.  The 
reports  of  the  Publications 
Committee  and  Educational 
Research  and  Development 
Committee  were  next 
presented  by  their  respective 
Chairs,  Dr.  Leon  Reid  and 
Mr.  Bill  Davis.  Upon  motion, 
duly  seconded  and  passed, 
each  report  was  approved 
and  ordered  published  in  the 
annual  report.

▼      ▼  e  would  like  to 
welcome  you  to  the  117th 
Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Ex  Officio  Trustees 
of  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind.  This 
meeting  is  always  the  high 
point  of  our  year.  We  are 
pleased  to  see  that  so  many 
of  you  are  able  to  join  with 
us. 

As  has  often  been  the  case 
in  recent  years,  we  start  the 
1986  fiscal  year  without  our 
appropriation.  However,  since 
our  FY  1986  request  of 
$5,510,000  was  the  same  as 
that  for  FY  1985,  the  recent 
continuing  resolution  passed 
by  the  Congress  funded  us  at 
that  level.  Allocations  to  be 
made  from  this  sum  include 
$5,020,000  for  educational 
materials,  $350,000  for 
educational  and  technical 
research,  and  $140,000  for 
advisory  services. 

Our  1986  request  included 
an  amendment  for  elimina- 
tion of  the  trust  fund  of 
$250,000  which  was  the 
original  vehicle  for  funding 
the  Act  to  Promote  the 
Education  of  the  Blind.  The 
$10,000  permanent  ap- 
propriation provided  by  this 
trust  will  be  included  in  our 
annual  appropriation 
henceforth. 

Our  enrollment  as  of 
January  7,  1985,  was  approxi- 
mately 45,700  students.  The 
increase  over  FY  1985  is 
1,387  students,  or  3%.  The 
per  capita  for  FY  1986  will 
be  about  $109.85.  The  provi- 


sion for  birth  dates  in  our 
student  registration  has 
greatly  diminished  the  confu- 
sion caused  in  the  past  by 
duplicate  names. 

Our  economic  situation 
continues  to  require  atten- 
tion. Sales  were  $12,153,000, 
down  2%  over  FY  1984. 
Shortly  after  the  start  of  FY 
1985,  we  launched  a  large- 
scale  program  of 
technological  upgrading 
designed  to  improve  our 
management  efficiency  and 
to  control  costs  of  produc- 
tion. Projected  over  a  three- 
year  period,  the  total  cost  of 
this  program  will  be  about 
$2,500,000. 


and  efficient  manner. 
We  have  also  begun 
technological  improvement  of 
our  manufacturing  processes. 
Braille  production  has 
received  a  great  deal  of  atten- 
tion. We  have  acquired  a  Kurz- 
weil  Data  Entry  System  that  is 
seeing  increasing  use  in  braille 
book  production.  A  high-speed 
braille  platemaker  was  put  into 
operation  in  June.  This 
machine  operates  five  times  as 
fast  as  our  card-driven 
stereograph  machines  and 
eliminates  the  cost  of  the  cards. 
We  have  developed  the  capabili- 
ty to  make  VersaBraille  tapes 
and  produced  the  equivalent  of 
16,000  braille  plates  last  year 
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Shortly  after  the  start  of  FY  1985,  we 
launched  a  large-scale  program  of  technolog- 
ical upgrading  designed  to  improve  our 
management  efficiency  and  to  control  costs 
of  production." 


The  central  thrust  of  our 
effort  is  the  installation  of  a 
computerized  business 
management  system.  While 
many  of  our  business  ac- 
tivities have  been  computer- 
ized over  the  years,  we  have 
never  had  a  comprehensive, 
integrated  management 
system. 

When  installation  is  com- 
pleted, we  will  have  all  our 
financial,  distributive,  and 
manufacturing  activities  com- 
puterized. This  system 
should  improve  significantly 
our  ability  to  manage  our 
complex  activities  in  a  timely 


in  this  form.  We  have  com- 
pleted development  of  special 
equipment  to  produce  more 
legible  maps  and  diagrams,  and 
this  equipment  is  in  operation. 

Large  type  production  has 
been  improved  as  well.  We 
have  acquired  three  new  short 
run  presses  and  have  replaced 
our  two  large  type  copiers. 
New  computerized  phototype- 
setting  equipment  provides  us 
with  12  different  type  fonts  and 
a  range  of  type  sizes  from  6-72 
point.  New  activities  include 
publication  of  large  type  Weekly- 
Readers  and  a  growing  number 
of  college  textbooks. 


In  Talking  Book,  our  cas- 
sette production  approached 
one  million.  We  also  pro- 
duced many  hard  and  flexi- 
ble discs;  consequently  our 
capability  is  strained  in  many 
areas.  During  the  year,  we 
acquired  a  third  high-speed 
cassette  loader  and  have  in- 
creased our  tape  duplicating 
capacity.  Electroplating  has 
been  a  problem  during  the 
year,  and  this  entire  opera- 
tion has  been  renovated.  We 
have  redesigned  our  Talking 
Book  player  and  plan,  by 
next  summer,  to  have  an  im- 
proved portable  machine. 

In  manufacturing,  the  pro- 
duction of  several  large  kits 
of  materials  we  produce  has 
been  delayed  unreasonably 
through  failure  of  our  ven- 
dors to  supply  parts.  We  are 
trying  to  minimize  this 
through  acquisition  of  equip- 
ment to  do  more  of  this 
work  in-house.  We  have  ob- 
tained a  variety  of  small 
electronic  tools  to  improve 
our  performance.  We  have 
significantly  upgraded  our 
silk-screen  printing  operation 


to  improve  quality  and  reduce 
reliance  on  hand-painting. 

Our  Central  Catalog  of 
Volunteer  Produced  Text- 
books has  continued  to  give 
the  nation  excellent  service. 
Over  6,000  inquiries  on  text 
availability  were  answered 
last  year.  The  catalog  cur- 
rently contains  over  128,000 
listings.  Plans  are  underway 
to  computerize  this  operation 
in  order  to  provide  users 
with  better  and  more  im- 
mediate access. 

Our  educational  research 
effort  was  productive,  with 
38  projects  underway  or 
planned.  Funding  from  our 
appropriation  was  increased 
by  $100,000,  and  the  depart- 
ment was  awarded  a  grant 
for  $250,000  to  be  utilized 
over  the  next  five  years  to 
develop  a  braille  language 
program.  Great  strides  have 
been  made  in  the  area  of 
microcomputer  applications, 
both  in  materials  for  computer 
literacy  and  in  software  for 
computer-assisted  instruction. 

All  of  our  technological  im- 
provements have  been  funded 


through  donations  from  the 
public.  Our  donors  were  very 
generous  during  the  past  year. 
Technological  developments 
have  improved  our  fund-raising 
capability.  During  the  year,  we 
developed  software  to  com- 
puterize our  fund  raising  and 
magazine  circulation  manage- 
ment. This  application  should 
increase  efficiency  and  reduce 
costs. 

The  past  year  has  been  very 
busy  and  challenging.  We  have 
initiated  many  changes  to  im- 
prove our  ability  to  serve  our 
consumers.  Many  groups  have 
participated:  our  Executive 
Board,  Ex  Officio  Trustees  and 
their  advisory  committees, 
Printing  House  staff,  and  our 
Printing  House  employees.  To 
all,  we  wish  to  express  our 
very  great  appreciation.

from  these  same  disks  on 
demand.  In  a  similar  vein, 
the  APH  staff  agreed  to  ac- 
cept VersaBraille  formatted 
tapes  which  are  produced 
elsewhere  and  provide 
duplicate  copies  of  these 
tapes  on  demand. 

The  Committee  expresses 
its  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
APH  staff  for  their  con- 


sistently convivial  and  accom- 
modating hospitality  and  their 
genuine  responsiveness  to  sug- 
gestions and  concerns  ex- 
pressed by  members  of  the 
Committee.

The  Committee  noted  that 
speed  with  microcomputer 
materials  is  essential.  It  recom- 
mended that  those  materials  in 
the  public  domain  be  treated  as 
short  run  and  not  require  com- 
mittee approval  for  adaptation 
and  production.  It  also  noted 
that  because  products  are  being 
developed  for  microcomputers 
in  many  ways,  APH  should  at- 
tend to  the  issue  of  developing 
guidelines  for  production  of 
speech  output.  Standards  need 
to  be  set  which  will  support 
flexibility  yet  give  a  common 
base  as  well. 

The  Committee  reviewed  the 
research  program  at  APH. 
This  program  is  designed  to 
assess  the  needs  of  the  field 
and  work  in  areas  that  will 
enable  the  Printing  House  to 
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meet  those  that  are  most 
pervasive,  nationally.  R&D 
activities  underway  and 
planned  are  in  the  areas  of 
early  childhood  and  multi- 
handicapped,  prevocational 
materials,  low  vision  training, 
braille  readiness  and  reading, 
educational  measures,  and 
microcomputer  applications. 
One  project,  Braille 
Language  Program,  is  being 
partially  funded  through  a 
federal  grant  from  the  U.S. 


Department  of  Education. 
The  Committee  approves  the 
continuing  use  of  a  wide  ar- 
ray of  agencies  and  profes- 
sional consultants  in  the 
development  and  evaluation 
of  new  materials  and  com- 
mends APH  and  its  research 
staff  for  its  efforts  to  provide 
timely,  appropriate  materials 
to  the  field  it  serves.  The 
Committee  approved  the 
Department  of  Educational 
Research's  Report  of 


Research  and  Development  Ac- 
tivities for  Fiscal  1985  and 
recommends  that  computer 
technology  be  its  first  priority 
for  future  work.

NOTE  1 .     SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

(a)  Inventories  are  stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market  on  the  first-in,  first -out 
identification  method. 

(b)  Fixed  assets  are  stated  at  their  estimated  value  at  June  30,  1941,  and  at  cost  for 
additions  since  that  time.  Depreciation,  computed  on  the  straight-line  basis  over 
reasonable  useful  lives  of  the  various  classes  of  assets,  amounted  to  $462  126  and 
$436  400  for  this  and  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

(c)  The  company  is  a  tax  exempt  nonprofit  corporation  under  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code. 

(d)  Certain  amounts  in  the  1984  financial  statements  have  been  reclassified  to  conform 
with  the  classifications  used  in  1985.  There  was  no  effect  on  1984  net  loss. 

NOTE   2.      INTERFUND  NOTE 

During  fiscal  year  1985,  the  General  Fund  borrowed  $340  000  from  the  Endowment 
Fund  without  interest.  The  $130  000  still  due  to  the  Endowment  Fund  at  June  30,  1985 
was  paid  subsequent  to  year-end. 

NOTE  3.     ACCRUED  CONTRIBUTION  TO  PENSION  PLAN 

The  company  has  in  effect,  for  eligible  personnel,  a  noncontributory  pension  plan. 
Employees  are  eligible  to  participate  in  the  plan  upon  attainment  of  age  25 ,  provided  the 
employee  was  under  age  60  when  hired,  and  when  working  at  least  1,000  hours  a  year 
after  completion  of  one  year  of  service. 

The  accrued  contribution  to  the  pension  plan  represents  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  the  current  contribution  due  to  the  pension  trust,  final  determination  of  which  was  not 
made  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report. 

Effective  July  1,  1976,  the  plan  was  amended  to  comply  with  the  Employee 
Retirement  Income  Security  Act,  to  eliminate  the  contributions  on  the  part  of  the 
employees  and  to  change  the  benefit  formula.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  chosen  to  fund 
the  past  service  cost  over  a  30-year  period.  The  actuarial  cost  method  used  in  valuation 
of  the  plan  is  the  service  prorate  credit  unit  funding  method.  The  method  of  valuing 
assets  of  the  fund   is  the   five-year  average  value   method. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  actuary,  the  assumptions  used  are  in  the  aggregate  reasonably 
related  to  the  experience  of  the  plan  and  to  reasonable  expectations.

NOTE  4.      FUND  BALANCES 


PI 


The    funds    are    all   administered    by    the    Board    of   Trustees   and   are    composed   and 
restricted  as  follows: 

(a)  General  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  a  contribution  of  $25  000  by  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  contributions  and  transfers  from  other  funds,  and  the  accumulated 
income   from  the  activities  of  the  general  fund. 

(b)  Endowment  Fund  -  Board  Restricted 

The  principal  portion  of  the  fund  is  composed  of  undesignated  gifts 
placed  in  this  fund  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  adjusted  for  gains  and  losses  on 
the  sale  of  securities  and  investment  fees.  The  income  portion  of  the  fund 
is  composed  of  income  received  from  investment  of  monies  retained  in  the 
fund,  reduced  by  expenses  and  by  Board  allocations  to  the  General  Fund. 
Both  elements  of  the  fund  are  to  be  used  as  a  continuing  endowment  or 
expended  otherwise  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board.

NOTE  4.     FUND  BALANCES   (CONTINUED) 

(c)  Endowment  Fund  -  Donor  Restricted 

This  fund  consists  of  those  gifts  and  bequests  restricted  to  permanent 
endowment  by  donors  adjusted  for  gains  and  losses  on  sale  of  securities.  The 
income  from  investments  is  transferred  to  the  income  portion  of  the  Board 
Restricted  Endowment  Fund. 

(d)  Talking  World  Book  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  restricted  by  donors  and  of 
income  received  from  investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund  and  is  to  be 
used  solely  for  providing  recorded  World  Book  Encyclopedias  to  the  blind. 

(e)  Newsweek  Talking  Magazine  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests  restricted  by  donors 

and   of   income   received   from    investment  of  monies  retained   in  the  fund,   net 

of    fund    raising   expenses ,    and    is   to   be   used   solely    for  providing  copies  of 
Newsweek  talking  magazines  to  the  blind . 

(f )  Fund  for  Braille  and  Recorded  Editions  -  Reader's  Digest 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests  restricted  by  donors 
and  of  income  received  from  investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund,  net 
of  expenses,  and  is  to  be  used  for  furnishing  copies  of  the  Reader's  Digest, 
in  braille  and  recorded  editions,  or  for  increasing  production  facilities  and 
services  for  the  blind.  The  fund  is  dedicated  to  editions,  facility  extensions, 
or  endowment,  dependent  upon  the  designation  of  the  donor.  All  undesignated 
contributions  and  fund  raising  expenses  are  allocated  to  extensions. 
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The  first  schools  for  the  blind  were  established  in  the  United  States 
during  the  1830s.  Then,  just  as  now,  there  was  an  overwhelming 
need  for  up-to-date  educational  material  in  adapted  form  for  the 
visually  handicapped.  The  relatively  small  number  of  students  in- 
volved and  the  nature  of  producing  many  of  the  adapted  materials 
made  production  costs  extremely  high  and  commercially  unappeal- 
ing. To  meet  this  expensive  but  essential  demand,  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Bund  was  founded  in  1858.  We  are  the  oldest 
national  organization  of  our  kind  in  the  United  States  and  the 
largest  manufacturer  of  products  for  the  blind  in  the  world. 
Through  the  Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  APH  pro- 
vides educational  products  on  a  nonprofit  basis  to  eligible  students 
of  less  than  a  college  level  throughout  the  United  States  and  its 
possessions. 

Much  of  our  history  lies  in  the  development  of  braille  and  its  pro- 
duction for  educational  purposes.  But  today,  the  American  Print- 
ing House  for  the  Bund  does  much  more.  We  produce  educational 
texts,  recreational  reading,  and  commercial  business  material 
on  contract  in  braille,  large  type,  flexible  disc,  and  cassette  tape. 
APH  is  also  one  of  the  largest  manufacturers  of  educational  aids, 
tools,  and  supplies  in  the  field,  and  most  of  our  products  are 
researched  and  developed  through  our  own  in-house  facilities. 

At  APH  you  will  find  more  than  products  for  the  blind.  We  also 
have  an  extensive  reference  department.  In  existence  since  1959, 
the  Central  Catalog  lists  textbooks  and  some  of  the  fictional  classics 
that  are  available  in  adapted  form,  the  media  form(s)  available  for 
each  listing,  and  the  place  where  each  book  can  be  obtained. 
Agencies  for  the  visually  handicapped  across  the  United  States  file 
their  listings  with  us,  and  books  can  be  found  in  braille,  large  type, 
and/or  recorded  form.  This  service  handles  requests  by  telephone 
and  mail  and  has  annually  published  the  Central  Catalog  for  public 
purchase  since  1969.
